Lower Canadian Dollar Means 
Higher Price for QST

Regrettably, because of the lower 
value of our dollar relative to that of 
the US, RAC has been forced to 
raise the rates that it charges for 
QST subscriptions. In spite of 
favourable bulk rates from ARRL, 
RAC has been loosing money 
steadily on subscriptions for the past 
several months. We could not 
continue to do so indefinitely. 

Even with the new higher 
prices, amateurs will find that when 
the cost of US exchange and GST is 
taken into account, the RAC rate is 


several dollars lower than the cost of 
going directly to the ARRL. The new 
rates will be announced in the 
October TCA and will come into 
effect as of October 1, 1994. 


Clarification 


The IARU Region 2 Convention 
planned for September of 1995 will 
be held in Niagara Falls, Ontario 
and not Niagara-on-the-Lake as 
reported in this Bulletin in June.
